KFJC Report 


This will bring you to date on the Spring Semester 196, activity 
of KFJC, 


Starting with an initial nucleus of five students, an ultimate 
staff of forty students was built. In my opinion the soirit of the staff 
was one of high enthusiasm for the station, for the training, and for radio 
in general, Over the course of Spring Semester, the students came together 
as a cohesive and dedicated group, The feeling was that we had bepun as 
wary strangers and had concluded as fast friends, I cannot over emphasize 
the importance of this morale factor; I am convinced KFJC could not have 
accomplished its responsibilities to the college and to community without it. 
Approximately one third of last semester's staff will be returning and 
several wholly new students have expressed interest in the station, I believe 
our staff next year will be larger; I also believe we will begin to attract 
students with more diversified interests and thereby increase the general 
caliber of our staff. 


As the station's first program guide indicated we attempted a variety 
of series. In an effort to make a dramatic and rapid break with the station's 
vast history, I encouraged the students to try the untried, to experiment with 
new programming concepts, to dare to search creative avenues that were either 
foreign or obscure to them. One measure of our modest success was found in 
the fact that over the course of the semester, students outside KFJC, faculty 
members and residents of our community began to make positive comments about 
the station by telephone, by card and by casual conversation. Students began 
to drop by the station to watch our shows in vrogress. At the end of the 
semester three faculty members approached me individually to offer the talent, 
knowledge and facilities of their separate academic areas as potential radio 
material, 


Thete is no need for me to repeat here what type of vrogramming we 
offered the community; it is all carefully set down in cur Program Guide, 
Some of the series will continue next year. We have many new plans for the 
Fall Semester ‘ncluding at least two foreign language series. I am also planning 
an expanded and wholly chanred news service and student-training program. There 
is a good possibility that we can offer an unusual opera series co-hosted by 
a European-trained couple who have years of study and professionel performance 
to their credit...one as 2 producer, the other as a prima donna. These are only 
a few of the new concepts we hope to bring to the KFJC audience in 1964-65, 
At least two teams of students are working on sevarate series ideas during the 
sumer months, So, in terms of programming, I would say we have made a strong 
start and are most optimistic about the immediate future, 


I think you might find it interesting to know just who participated 
in our programs other than the members of our own staff. A supplemental list 
is attached to memorandum to giveyou an idea of the wide diversity end general 
level of excellence we were able to attract to Foothill and to the station,

I feel our students received good experience in the daily operation 
of a radio station during our last semester of broadeastins, Many of them 
had had no experience in radio and found it somewhat bewildering at first. 
However, by the close of our last season, each student knew the basic elements 
of operation; many were able to handle svecific assignments (running the board, 
announcing, writing et .) with a fair level <f pmofessional skill. Several 
of the students seemed enc-uragal to consider broadcasting as a possible career 
for the first time, Many discovered what their voices could do and made good 
Strides in the direction of effective communication. In other words, I feel 
KFJC was able to provide a good number of students an opportunity to learn, 
to experiment, to achieve, and to grow, 


In separate memorandums, I have sugested several projects I would like 
to see the College undertake to strengthen KFJC, I am confident that whatever 
success you find in the station's Spring Semester record can be continued and 
enlarged as long as we mey enjoy the support andthe enthusiasm of the
